Applicant's main arguments include: (A) The claimed subject matter "prior to bonding the second etch stop layer to the one of the second 
and third layers, patterning the second etch stop layer to define the component in the second ayer for facilitating etching of the second 
layer thrugh the third layer" is fully supported and enabled by the specification. 

With respect to applicant's Argument A, it is noted that instant specification and the drawings (figures 8-1 1) only show that the second etch 
stop layer needs to be bonded to the second or third layer and then patterned to define the component. The second etch stop layer can 
not pattern by itself without any supporting of the second layer or third layer. And, the specification fails to adequately disclose how such 
a second etch stop layer can be patterned without being formed on the second layer first. 
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
